But Alexander Fullerton, father of 
Charies W., married a second time, and 
his second wife already had a daughter, 
Miss Martha Hill. There was something 
in the charms of Mies Martha that at- 
tracted the attention of her stepbrother, 
Mr. Fullerton. The story that old res- 
dents on the north side tell is that he 
longed to marry Miss Hill, but for some 
reason Which was never known to ‘ 
his desire was never fulfilled. 1 

When Charles W. Fullerton died he left 
millions. Miss Hill came into possession 
of about $2,000,000. At that time she lived

The crows, however, are not alone in 
the crime. Pigeons, dogs, cats, and birds 
that travel from one farm to another or 
visit with the pets of other farms are 
likewise carriers of this disease, which 
is the dread of every dairyman and pure 
bred cattle owner in Illinois and the 
United States. 3 

Farmers and dairymen have been 
shooting these. migratory birds. Deputy 
sheriffs who are stationed as guards 
about the farm of Mrs. Scott Durand at 
Lake Bluff have been killing the Durand 
pigeons with rifles to prevent them from 
spreading the disease to adjoining farms. 


A committee composed of Dr. H. B. 
Favill, H. B. Osgood, J, A. Walker, J. K. 
Dering, W. J. Kittle, Mrs. Nelle Fabyan, 
and W. . Skinner, representing the 
National Dairy council, met yesterday 
and drew up a statement condemning the 
national bureau of animal industry and 
the state live stock commission for m- 
efficiency in dealing with the hoof and 
mouth disease.

Whereas 
there are many qualified veterinary o. 
cers employed, the rank and file is thor

No Excuse Possible. 

The second outbreak of the disease oc- 
curring in July, 1915, which is acknowl- 
edged by the officials to be due to infected 
hog serum already under suspicion in 
1914, and released for distribution by e- 
cial sanction in 1915.
